States were in the Union, there was no need 
to admit them, and if they were not in the 
Union they could not participate in making 
law for States that are iu. 


we get at all the facts it wOl turn out that the 
Cuban successes were greater than now re- 
ported. Considering the nature of the war 
and the policy of the Cubans to keep up an 
exhaustive guerilla war&re, which is the best 
for them, this battle in the neighborhood of 
Guaimaro was a most important one, and 
shows the ability of the patriots to sustain 
themselves, even against considerable and 
well equipped armies. 


These successes of the Cubans present a 


new phase to-tho question of belligerency and 
for the consideration of our government. 
According to Jlr. Secretary Fish and Mr. 
Plumb, the war in Cuba was virtually 
at an end a few weeks ago and the 
Cubans were mere bands of roving out- 
casts, without resources or hope. 
True, in 


strange contradiction to this assertion, it 
was admitted that the Cubans would carry on. 
a defensive and a guerilla warfare for some 
years, which, by the way, would have been 
quite sufficient for the United States to have 
acted upon in favor of Cuban independence, if 
the government at Washington had not been 
under Spanish influence and had really desired 
to gee Cuba free. It was a very curious and 
significant circumstance that the war should 
have been reported at an end by high authority 
ust at the time Congress was about to reas- 
semble^ and when it seemed probable that the 
representatives of the people would take some 
action in favor of Cuba. It was curious, too, 
hat the late Consul at Havana, Mr, Plumb, 
hould fcave been brought to Washington to 


make sach a representation just then, parfica- 
arly as i*-ig generally understood that he is 
strong on the Spanish ride and not at nil 
favorable to the Cubans. 
But facts are 


stronger than words, and it ia quite evident 
now that the war is not at an end, and not 
likely to be till Cuba acquires her indepen- 
dence. Of course we shall hear garbled and 
soothing accounts from Havana about the 
disasters to the Spaniards, and we shall hear 
for the hundredth time of the wonderful things 
which the Spaniards are going to do, and this 
may satisfy oar Secretary of State. 
But will 


the people of this republic and Congress be 
deceived by such shallow misrepresentations 
and subterfuges ? 


It is whispered around that the Cuban ques- 


tion is to find a solution in another way than 
by war, by the recognition of the belligerency 
or independence of the Cubans, or by aid to 
the patriots from the United States. 
There is 


aa impression that our government is going to 
buy Cuba, either in the name and with the 
money of the Cubans, or out and out from the 
United States Treasury, and that the adminis- 
tration is only waiting fill Prim, Serrano and 
other Spanish leaders can get public sentiment 
in Spain favorable to the sale of the island. 
This must be a long and doubtful way of reach- 
ing the object, at least, and from present ap- 
pearances the Cubans may settle the question 
before the job can be accomplished. How 
long will it take these Spanish leaders to pre- 
pare the public mind in Spain? What revolu- 
tions may not occur in that volcanic conniry to 
upset this scheme? No donbt the sum of a 
hundred millions or a hundred and fifty millions 
of dollars is a tempting bait for these Spanish 
chiefs, for the Spanish agents in this country 
and for the lobby at Washington: but to grab 
it depends upon doubtful and remote contin- 
gencies. After all, it is a question whether

But to 
wait till the Spaniards are worn out by the 
war and the Cubans have the best prospect of 
success, or till the island is ruined and thou- 
sands are slain, would be inhuman, impolitic 
and foolish. 
It is only necessary for tho 


United States to take a decided stand in favor 
of Cuban independence, and that without com- 
promising the honor of the republic or involv- 
ing ns in difficulties of any kind, to force 
Spain to terms or to secure the freedom of 
Cuba. Haa the government the sense and 
firmness to take this course? That is the 
question. It ought to remember that this is 
an important matter, and that judgment will 
be passed upon, its conduct both by the Ameri- 
can people now-and by history.

His Holiness affords us considerable conso- 


lation by the assurance that generally as a 
whole the American people are full of intelli- 
gence, fond of the practice of virtue, and good, 
stanch democratic republicans. This Pontifical 
certificate removes ns to a pretty safe distance 
i-om the delttis and aslies of Sodom and 
Gomorrah for a while. It is to be hoped that 
our people will make good use of the tempo- 
rary opportunity and endeavor to get com- 
pletely clear of the blinding, burning drift. Of 
these "dangerous infidel revolutionists" who 
condemn the Church in America, we perfectly 
agree with the Pope, that if they be "infidel 
revolutionists" they are a pretty "hard set" 
and "bad cases" to manage. We have only 
to regret that the Holy Father did not indicate 
the class a little more pointedly, so that the 
God fearing people in our midst would be 
enabled to give them a "wide berth" in every- 
day politics. Where do the infidel revolution- 
ists come from ? No person can suspsct Ire- 
land, Italy or Spata.

The Perry Trial. 


Another trial of the junk pfrate Perry, 


charged with murdering the watchman Hayes, 
has ended in the disagreement of a jury. It 
§eems possible that this man, of whose guilt 
there IB no doubt in the public mind, may 
escape through the difficulty of fastening 
the crime upon him by evidence legally good" 
and, perhaps, through some difficulty with 
juries. The Judge who sits on this trial has 
weakened the case against the prisoner by a 
ruling that, carried to its evident consequence, 
would rule out all dying declarations from 
murder trials. It will ba remembered that the 
wounded man, with tbe last breath he had, 
declared that Perry shot him. He knew Perry 
wen, and this declaration, taken with the fact 
that Perry had threatened him for hfs vigil- 
ance in guarding property placed under his 
care, made a strong point. This point the 
Court has broken by ruling that the dying de- 
claration is not admissible unless the man 
knows he is dying. Now, upon what evidence 
must a dying man know this fact? This ques- 
tion pushes the inquiry into the realm of meta- 
physics, end, because a court cannot follow it 
there, tha ruling is bad. The man died, and 
therefore the plaia fact is that the utterance in 
question was his dying declaration, and was 
entitled to all the force, therefore, the law will 
gire it. This Perry case is a fair one for the 
use of that good old- expedient of justice—a 
change of venue. Let it be taken to some 
other county—somewhere far out into the 
rural districts, where men are, perhaps, not 
more honest than they are here, but where, 
because of a thinner population, men are 
better known to their neighbors and the 
prisoner's friends cannot be put in as honest 
citizens.

courteous invitation has been declined. The 
foreign Minister of yesterday is to-day an 
exile, and, unless well provided with funds, 
he will soon have to be casting about for 
employment.

THB BATHE OF GUAIMABO.—The Spanish 


Consul denies, aa he claims "'officially," the 
purport of our special despatch from Havana 
published in our columns yesterday, giving an 
account of the defeat of the Spanish troops 
under General Puello at Guaimaro by the 
insurgents under General Jordan. The Consul 
has not mentioned any grounds nor shown any 
despatches on which he could base his "offi- 
cial information;" and as the press despatches 
of yesterday from Cuba, which are under a 
strict censorship, have not seen fit to deny the 
report (which must havo been re-telegraphed to 
Havana by the Spanish Consul) we cannot 
accept his unsupported denial as a fuH refuta- 
tion of the word of our correspondent, espe- 
cially as the Spanish, reports sent previously, 
by their vagueness and evident bias, had par- 
tially prepared us for a Cuban victory at Gnai- 
maro. 


The Tovrascnd JHmrdor. 


The murder of a citizen in Hudson street in 


his store by a wanton, drunken ruffian is 
another instance of the characteristic crime of 
tMa city—a bold, defiant, reckless, causeless 
outrage. This crime has the same, character 
as the Rogers murder in the absence of any 
apparently sufficient motive, and aa it is the 
assault of a youthful, athletic bravo upon an 
aged, unoffending, respectable citizen. It is 
apparently aa outrage .for the sake of outrage— 
an assault committed from mere love of -rio- 
lence and the display of recklessness lathe use 
of the most extreme means. The rowdy of 
this town has no exaot equivalent in any other 
city. He is the growth of our political sys- 
tem, our semi-civilization and our commingling 
of the discordant elements of human nature as 
found ia all the various races that centre here. 
We have produced him, auk we have yet to do 
what every society must do when it discovers 
that it has favored unwittingly the growth of a 
monster—we must provide some remedy 
against him. There will be no peace nor 
safety to hnmau life in this city until we have 
either stamped out this horrible species or 
eradicated the causes that conduce to its 
development. 


CONOBESS.—We expect an interesting course 


of proceedings in both houses of Congress 
to-day. Among other things it is possible 
that we may have a resolution or two on tho 
Cnban question, although, so far, while tho 
administration has been waiting for Congress 
to '• trouble the waters" of thia pool of 
Siloara, Congress haa been waiting upon the 
adminiitntioB. 


The Qaestlon of the Sonnd Steamers. 
The Sound steamers will very certainly have

Shall the change be 
made now, or shall it be made a little later un- 
der the pressure of public indignation, excited 
by some terrible accident, such as the destruc- 
tion of the Harlem boat might have been if 
that collision had occurred in worse weathet ?

Sir. Vincent Colyer, 
who recently re- 


turned from Alaska, reports that tha soldiers 
and the post traders hare been roughly 
using the native Indians, who generally are 
honest, quiet and well disposed towards the 
whites. The Indian village at Wrangel was 
bombarded by the troops there recently, when 
it would have been feasible enough for the 
post commandant to,hare arrested all the 
Indians1 in it with a squad of men. The 
houses, which were substantial shanties, were 
damaged by the bombardment, and the Indians 
wilt probably be afraid to live in them again. 
When we purchased Alaska the native Indians 
had no voice or vote in the movement, and 
never had a ehaaoe to signify their acceptance 
or rejection of the radical change of dynasty 
forced upon them. If they had had such a 
chance they no doubt would gladly have 
exchanged the absolute government of the 
Czar for the mild and beneficent rulo of a 
republic like ours, where, after the usual pro- 
bation, they might have risen to the dignity of 
citizens, like John Chinamen, and even been 
allowed the privilege of a vote, ns immigrated 
foreigners, and thus be politically superior to 
our native Indians "not taxed." But now, if 
Mr. Colyer's report ia authentic, the poor 
Alaskans sigh doubtless for the more genial 
and generous government of the "Russian 
Bear."

The Austnans, being 
compelled to evacuate Tuscany, lelt Leopjia at tha 
mercy of his subjects. These urged him to unite with 
Victor Euianuel in the struggle tor Italian mdepead- 
ence; but the Hapsburg blood llowed too strongly 
in his veins, and he rerusefl. His army aad minis- 
ters were taus turned against him. At the last tu»- 
rnent lie was urged to abdicate in lavor or his son i'er- 
dmand. This also hedecluiea doing. One flue morning; 
fludlng the army mutinous and tne people excited, 
Leopold made his exit from Tuscany, accompaBlcd 
by nis family. He made no provision whatever for 
a government, Wliea asbed to do soiiictulrisr be 
replied "Ihe Tuscans may do as they please," and 
adding to tnis sentence a couple of euargetic exple- 
tives helett. Subsequently, however, ue ioiinally 
renounced the throne in favor of hla »on. but it waa 
theu u»o late.

During the 
Woman's Suffrage Convention in Washington 
she called Senator Sherman, who had been 
listening to her brilliant logic in the audito- 
rium, to coma on the platform and state 
whether he was in favor of giving the suffrage 
to the women. He hesitated, and conse- 
quently would have been lost if Susan had 
pressed her point by getting mad. He had 
heard her arguments and those of other emi- 
nent champions, and he had no right to remain 
unconvinced. Miss Susan had the temper in 
her at the moment, but when he hesitated and 
a little storm of invective, or of tears, or of 
sarcasm would have caused him to. commit 
himself irrevocably on her sidef she tempo- 
rized with her idea of policy and told him. not 
to answer.

Hie village ol "Pawnee Killer" and "Whetstone" 
was crossing the ridge (immediMelj south of the 
mouth of Bed Wils,ou creek), intending to camp on 
Beaver creek, tea mile* distant, when they discov- 
ered a party of six while men with a team or teams. 
A charge was at once made, in vrnich three Indians 
were

"Pawnee liillor" led ths 
light la person. He claims tliat tho whites were 
very brave and many of his warriors were wounaed. 
Hie three Indians killed were buried in trees on the 
soush si le of the Republican, just above tne mouth 
of lied Willow crees. There is a pocket or memo- 
randum book here in the hands of Indians bearing 
me name of Vincent F. Brown 
This man was from 
Lincoln. Neb., and had considerable money on his 
person when he was killed, mere is aiso a report 
among the Indians that mere are twelve wuiteain 
tlis party and that six of them escaped. This is 
hardly creditable. The savages are exultant over 
the capture or a large amount of ammtmuion in tnls 
liitht.

Ihe Indians were Informed by ihem that the 
"Long Knivea" (Americans) intended to overrun 
tneir country with troops in the spring and advised 
ttiem to prepare themselv.es, ottering assistance in 
the way of arms.

Some two weeks ago aboat thirty braves sallied 


forth on a huntlug aad war expedition, tne former 
lor buffalo, the latter agamst the bioux Indians, a 
braaca band of the notorious Red Cloud. Alter a 
TveeK'a absence a portion of the braves returned 
well laden with game, ihe balaaca of the party 
Tverenoi heaid from until Tuesday last.

formant says ne was present at an Interview with 
one of the Pawnea chiefs with Mr. James Bowman 
of Fremont, the well kuonrn intei preter of the latter 
tribe. 


Mr. Bowman states that the chief informed him 
.mat the scouts made a raid ou the Southern, bioux 
kiiied seveial of ttielr men, and escaped with sevei til 
of their ponies.

-Edmn Perry, tBe "apeealacor" and aUcitad assas- 
EID or Thomas Hayes, a private watchman at Har- 
fceci'a stores, Formaa street, Brooklyn, haa now 
been twice tried for his lile, and on each trial an In- 
telligent jury has failed to agree upon a verdict. In 
many respects this case has been one of tho most re- 
markable of its ciiaruc'.er ever tried In Kings county. 
The evidence adduced apalnst the prisoner has beon 
entirely circumstantial, and if the remit of both 
trials may be considered as proof sufficient it has 
failed to convict the prisoner, directly at all events, 
with the tragic affair. The only circumstance tend- 
ing to implicate the prisoner was the statement of 
Hayes, who, while dying, said that Perry was 
the man who had snot him; bnt this was ruled out 
by the Court on the ground that the wounded man 
was not Informed or was not aware that he was 
dying, and consequently his statement could not be 
admitted in the form of a dying declaration. And 
thus it U. Hayes has passed away, and Irom tae 
present aspect or affairs his murderer will never be 
brought to justice. 


JUU8E PBATT'S CHAUGE TO THE JCBV 


In this case, on Saturday, occasioned considerable 
comment among the members of the bar and others 
present In the court room. The general opinion ap- 
peared to be that it was decidedly favorable to tho 
prisoner, and Perry, duriujt its delivery, did not 
manifest any feeling one way or the other.

The excitement throughout the city yesterday In re- 


gard to the brutal mur ler of Mr. William Townsend, 
at 192 Hudson street, os reported in the HEBALD on 
Sunday, waa most intense, and seemed to be In- 
creases as night closed in. Coroner Flyna, who 
Has ch&rge of the inquisition, adjourned it till 
eleven o'clock to-morrow (Tuesday) morning, at the 
Leonard street police station.

STATEMENT OF THOHAS HUDSON, 


asnoemafcer, living near the scene of the murder, 
It seems thai Reynolds went into his shop on Sat- 
urday evening and assed him if he could give 
film a job. He told him ae could not; that worfc 
was very scarce. At tne same time he asked Rey- 
nolds what he wonted at, Tne latter answered 
"begging." He then tat down on a vacant workbench, 
about four feet from Hudson, ana as sooa as the 
tetter's head was turned he picked up a knife, which 
he concealed about his clothing. He tallred a few min- 
utes longer and, Mien weat out, and about six er 
eight minutes later Mr. Hudson Heard some one call 
out that a man had been stabbed. Mr. Hudson says 
he did not lite the appearance of Eeynolds at an, 
and as soon as he had gone out is (Hudson) boltad 
the doer to prevent his return. He says Reynolas 
was evidently under the lanuence of liquor. 
Drs. Shine and T. 0 Fmnell made a post-mor- 
tem examination on the bodv of Mr. Townsend, and

HBAJ.rH JLNI) THEIB EFFECTS DrON THB FATttEB, 
MOTHER AND CHILD. By A. K. Gardner, A. M. 
K. D., ic. NewliorK: J. S. Hedfleld. 1S50. 
This is a bold son of book, that treats in an out- 


spoken. direct, earnest, vigorous way some topics 
generally ignored by writers for the pnbuc through 
squeamish tenderness toward the sensibilities of 
society, though we believe ihera is nowhere any 
doubt that great and even Incalculable harm results 
from such silence on tne part of popular teachers. 


The tone of the volume is caught from this extract 


from a pastoral letter of Bishop Coxe, of the Dioceso 
of Western New York, dated January so, 1850:— 


I have warned my noct against the blood-guilti- 
ness of Infanticide. If any doubt existed heretofore 
as to the propriety of my warnings on the subject 
they must now disappear before the fact that the 
world itself Is beginning to be ternued by the prac- 
tical results of the sacrifices to Moloch which aehle 
our land. 


Again, I warn you that they who do such thmsrs 
cannot inherit eternal life. Ir there oe aspetul 
damnation for tuoae who "shea innocent blood " 
wftat must be the poition of thoae who have no 
mercy upon their own flesh ? 


In those ages of the world that did not claim to 


possess so much Knowleoge and intelligence as this 
ace claims the relations of men and women Were 
reenlated generally by religious authority; but when 
religions denomination was cast aside, and when it 
was even denied lhat any governoieut, religious or 
political, was justifiable m the attempt to regulate 
men's most pnvate and personal acts, toe result was 
that mun was left to the indulgence of his 
instincts 
and inclinations, and left free 
to 
govern these as 
lie 
might, acco-ding to his 
views of life. 
Here Is a cose 
we fear in 
which the modern views m regard to the necessity 
of tiie utmost personal freedom doei not apply If

officers of tha United btates Army, Major stannton, 
Acting First Auditor; Major Porter, Acting Second 
Auditor, and Colonel tsarrlck ITallory, Acting Secre- 
tary of stata, to-day sent their resignation* as civil 
officials to Governor Walker, but up to a law hour 
no notification of their acceptance had been re- 
ceived. These officers, during the term of their civil 
6eroc» in the State, have given the most marked 
satisfaction to the people by ihe prompt ana-efficient 
discharge of tbe duties assigned them, and ihe Tact 
that they, as-military officers, resigned, immediately 
upon the restoration of the State to civil authority, 
13 heartily appreciated. It Is rumored that General 
Canby will shortly remove hie headquarters t» Baltt-^ 
more. 


Governor WalS.er'3 appointment of John "L. Msrye 


as Lieutenant Governor to fill the vacancy occasioned 
by James P. Lewis, elected United States Senator, 
gives general satisfaction among the conservatives, 
but republicans are grievously disappointed la this 
first act, if it it to be taken as an indication of the 
Governor's policy. Ur. Marye was, during the Con- 
stitutional Convention, the leader of the conservative 
side of Ihe house, aud thus entertained extreme sec- 
tional views; but since ha has changed considerably 
as one of the most active members of the famous 
"Committee of Nine" who were the founders of the 
political revolution that afterwards resulted in the 
election of Walker as Governor. His appointment 
by the Governor was made under autuority of a 
clause in the constitution, which stands gooa Ior a 
term of thirty days, when the Legislature will doubt- 
leas elect from among theniservea a presiding oincer 
of the Senate. 


According to the announced programme by the 
negro orators on cne Capitol square last Tuesday, a 
number were selected to test tiie question or the_r 
civil rights on the street railway tars. This had 
been attempted once before during the administra- 
tion ot Genoral Scuofleld, who then designated cer- 
tain cars known by "wmte balls," from which the 
negroes were excluded. Upon one ol these Ben 
Scott, a notorious u gro, as the records of tho 
Major's Court wll testify, accompanied oy three 
companions, made a demonstration, out the driver 
aud conductor prevented their entering. Nothing* 
daunted they waited until another of tue forbidden 
cars made its appearance, and before any authority 
could interpose the lonr worthies had quietly taken 
their seats and relnsed to leave when requested to 
do so by toe conductor. The car was then

house, where the driver called a policeman to eject 
the negroes. Two officers entered, bat the negroes 
were stubborn and positively refused to leave tne 
car until lorced, intunatmg it was their object to oa 
ejected. Acting turner the order ol General Scllc- 
lielO, which is a law until revoked by General Caiiby, 
or until repealed by the Legislature, tae otltcers 
then.arresied the negroes, all ot whom resisted with 
great determination, and In a short time au immense 
crowd of negroes was drawn to the spot. As soon 
as toe mob learned the exact nature of the.atfalr 
they became boisterous, and but for the clo&e "prox- 
imity of the Etation house and ihe arrival of addi- 
tional oolice would have rescued the prisoner^.

He ttated that 
he had been educated m this belief; that he belonged 
to the straightest sect ot Hamiitonian federalkts- 
that he waa of tue school of Peon and Fox; that this 
difference of opinion had not alienated the personal 
regard of his Virginia mends He expressed in the 
most glowing terms his admiration for the taienta, 
acquirements and character or Gevernor wise, the 
leading counsel for the plalntia. Hesaia thattius 
admiration had been lormed years befoie he 
became personally acquainted 
with mm, aud 
witn a fail 
knowledge of 
his strong pro- 
slavery opinion!,, that he attributed the diuer- 
ence in their opinions on this suoject entirely to 
tlieir different educations and associations; that 
since Mr. wise had commenced practising m his 
court he had always created nim with the utmost 
kindness and courtesy, and that their relations weie 
most agreeable; tnat the Governor, in tue argument 
of the case, had insisted, In the moat eloquent way 
that tho defendant should be subjected to uunltoiy 
damages ror their negligence as common carriers by 
which the plaintiff had sustained ins injury; that he 
did not itimK: tue case one lor such damasres, as tho 
negligence proved waa slight; but that he neglected 
to charge the jury to this ettect, aiihougli not specially 
asked to save such instruction, aad that he thonght 
that the jury, in consequence of this omission, ana 
persuaded oy General Wise'a eloquence, had given 
an excessive verdict. For this reason he should 
decide to put che plauitnr under a ime to abate his 
damages, and if ne refused that he would irr.mt a 
new irlal. 


At tms point Governor Wise arose and stated to 
the Court tnat his hearing was impertcct, and thaths 
had m this way failed to catctt ocverai sentences of 
the Judge's opinion %Iie had heard tue word slavery 
used. Ue asked tvintt m cod's name slavery had to 
fio with tne question of a common carrier's liability ? 
We Had suffered enough, in all conscience, already ' 
from tilts teten-tma causa belli, for one, be ac- 
cepted the fact of its overthrow, and waa willing to 
trust, in good faith, upon the new state of attain. 
He did iiot question the honesty of hia Honor's stcutl- 
ments on the subject. His own, though, were veiy 
difiercut on the institution as eatabli<med, although 
not, perhaps, BO much so on the auesuoa of the at)' 
etract rijut. But tins cuuerenue of opinion had been 
lacaily and finally ended. .Negroes had become frcti 
citizens and he was willing' tney should remain no 
But ths great question now was, w.iether millions of 
wiuw men should remain manacled slaves. 


Here Judge Underwood interrupted and stated 
that he was m favor of univcisal suurage aud uni-

from these arms and fiom the arnib of my people,
